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REMARKS 

As a result of the outstanding Office Action, claims 1-20 are objected to under 37 
C.F.R. 1 .75(a) for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
the applicant regards as the invention. Correction of claims 1, 9, and 16 was required. 
Clarifying corrections have been made to claims 1 , 9, and 1 6. 

Objection to Claims 1. 9. and 16 Under 37 C.F.R. 1.75fel 

Claim 13 stands rejected under 37 C.F.R. 1.75(a) for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, it 
was said that the claim called for "A method of displaying an anomaly in a periodic waveform . . 
but he body of the claim did not clearly show the anomaly being displayed. 

Claims 1 , 9, and 16 have been amended to recite that the periodic waveform (or signal 
under test) includes a plurality of pulses, and is subject to including an anomaly. The amended 
claims make clear that what is displayed are the pulses of the plurality of pulses of the 
waveform. If an anomaly affects such a pulse (i.e., is present with a pulse), it will also be 
displayed. 

In view of the subject amendments, Applicant submits that the grounds for the objection 
have been removed, and respectfully request that the objection to claims 1, 9, and 16 under 37 
C.F.R. 1.75(a) be withdrawn. 

Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

With respect to the Examiner's reasons for allowing claims 1-20, Applicant agrees that 

the claimed combination of elements is useful, novel and unobvious. 

Specifically Applicant agrees that the prior art does not show or suggest, 
"(c) displaying a pulse of said plurality of pulses at a time-aligned position; 

(d) updating said pulse start address in response to a pulse width value; 

(e) repeating (c) and (d); and 

(f) interactively adjusting said pulse width value at any time without using a clock 
recovery procedure;" 

as called for in amended claim 1 , and in similar text in amended claims 9 and 16.
